ETWEEN now and April of next year, 

la millions of forms have to be printed 
in readiness for the census of popula- 

tion, which has been scheduled for the night ' 
of April 26th, 1956... 
One of tre busiest sections of the Free 
State Civil Service—the Statistics’ Branch 
of the Department for Industry and Com- 
merce—is responsible for carrying out the 
work, and jur the publication of the informia- 
tion derived trom the census. This branch, 
which is controlled by a director (Mr, Stanley 
Lyon), lives in a worid of figures, and issues 
reporta deal.ng with everything from the 
balance of tiade to the number of voies re- 
at elections, and from factory 
accidents to tue number of wrécks around 
the coast ot the Free State. . 
_ The biguest job it undertakes, however, 
is the census o 
of 1956 wilt ve the second since the Free 
State was constituteu—the first being in 1926, 
when the population of the twenty-six coun- 
ties was shown to be 2,971,992. 

Although it only takes the average house- 
holder ten minute: or go to complete the 
census form relating to the persons living 
in his house on the night ef the census, the 
reports derived from the information with 
which he provides the Government, take 
years to compile. As a matter of fact, the 
tenth and last volume of statistics dealin 
with the 1926 census—a book of nearly 200 
pages—was only completed in October of 1934. 
The information provided in the ten volumes 
of the Report included—population, area and 
valuation of each district electoral division 
and of each larger unit. of area ; occupations ; 
religions and birth-places ; housing ; ages, 
Orphanhood and conjugal conditions: indus.

When he was asked yesterday to tel] how 
a census was taken, he was unable to vive 
any information.

Persons on board ships in 
port are included with the population of the 
adjacent area, so that the population for each 
district represents all persons (including 
soldiers and police) actually present within 
its boundaries, whether as permanent resi-

The Registrar-General’s office. c'so helps 
the Statistics. branch with its task of. pre- 

aring the results of the census, and the 

rdnance Survey Office joins in with its 
6-inch maps for the delimitation of areas, and 
to make the many maps which have to be 
included in the published reports. Thus it 
will be seen that, apart from the Department 
of Industry. and Commerce, at least three 
other sets of State servants are involved in 
the census-taking.

To what extent does auto-suggestion and 
fear complex contribute to the continued MÍ- 
health aud premature ageing of ex-Service 
men? 

Dr. C. A. Courteney, formerly principal 
medical officer of the Australian Repatriation 
Department, has just said some pertinent 
things about it in urging: ex-soldiers’ orga- 
nisations in Australia to re-adjust their ideas 
on the physical after-effects of the war. 

‘It is wicked and untrue to say that 
poison gas has increased tuberculosis among 
soldiers since the war,” he declared. '' De- 
finitely it has not mcreased tuberculosis, and 
the aiter-effects of gassing have not been 
nearly as severe as was foretold twenty, 
years ago. The death-rate among Australian 
soldiers is somewhat less than the actuarial 
tables of life insurane societies show for 
the normal expectancy of life.’’ 

Dr. Courteney also attempted to lay the 
bogey of malaria. -  “ Although,” he said, 
“if did not remain in the system. for mare 
than four years, many ex-soldiers who had 
contracted the fever in the swamps were 
honestly convinced that they were still sub- 
ject to attacks. Many of them,” he said, 
‘‘ shiver, shake and register all the characte- 
ristic symptoms of malaria merely because, 
impressed by what they hear, they believe 
that they are stil: suffering from malaria. 

“The worst enemies: of ex-Service men,” 
he went on, ‘‘ were frequently those who pfo- 
fessed to be their best friends. Ridiculens 
and disproved suggestions that soldiers are 
ten years older than civiliars do not help 
returned men to secure employment,” he 
said. “ Worse still, the absurd bogey that 
a returned soldier cannot live longer than 43 
menaces the happiness of many homea Only 
those who have been in close medical cons 
tact with returned men know the deadly in- 
fluence of the fear complex induced by this 
pestilential propaganda.”

A 9,000 MILES ROAD 


FROM LONDON 


Some ' years ago delegates from the 
motoring organisations of nine countries, 
sitting in conference, discussed the possi- 
bilities of an ambitious scheme. They 
dreamed of a road stretching from Landon 
to Istanbul, and running through nine 
countries, for a distance of nearly 2,000 
miles. 

To-day that scheme is almost a practical 
accomplishment, for it is now possible to 
motor to Istanbul along a continuous 
route. The journey has just been accom. 
plished in eight days by a party organised 
by the Automobile Association to make 
an official survey of the road. A report 


Alliance Internationale de Tourism at 
Budapest in September. 

This particular trip serves a double pur- 
pose, for, in addition to its official com- 
mission, the party are testing two entirely 
new Morris six-cylinder cars desigr:d to 
combat foreign competition. 

‘For the greater part of the way the 
road is virtually perfect, though the finish- 
ing touches are now being added at various 
places. In Germany vast sums are being 
spent to make its entire length of 440 miles 
a speedway, where cars will be able to 
attain 100 m.p.h. with perfect safety. 

The Austrian section. though good, is 
being rapidly perfected, but in Yugo- 
slavia the surface provides a great con- 
trast, for it consists for the most part of 
farm tracks. The Government has voted 
funds for its improvement, and in two 
years’ time the medieval tracks will be 


replaced by a great modern highway. 


In Bulgaria the route runs over the 
mountains along goat tracks, and “in 
Turkey the party followed wagon trails, 
although the foundations of the new road 
are now laid, 

When complete, “ Europe’s Route No. 
1” will connect up with a new road 
through to India, with a branch, via 
Cairo, to the Cape,

This, he says, the public are 
willing to pay for fresh Irish tomatoes 
Examples of the grading and packing of 
tomatoes were examined with interest. 

Many of those who attended yesterday 
would have liked to spend more time 
examining the well vgrown wheat, oat and 
barley crops. Mr, Caffrey, lecturer on 
plant-breeding, explained the merits and 
demerits of the >rincipal varieties, and 
answered a great many questions. — 


THE SOYA BEAN 


In view of the attention being devoted to 
the Soya bean in England, where varieties 
have heen produced. which are said to ripen 
normally under English climatic conditions, 
some of the acclimatised varieties are being 
grown on the Albert farm. The aim is to 
discover if a mature crop may be produced 
under our climatic conditions. The Soya 
bean belongs to the leguminose order of 
plants, and therefore has a bacterial organism 
associated with its growth. To inquire into 
the necessity of inoculating the seed before 
sowing with the organism oo to the 
Soya Bean, two pléts have teen laid down, 
one with untreated and the other 
inoculated seed.

—-— 
CHANGE IN ATTITUDE OF 
HEADMASTERS 


Golf tuition for schoolboys is something new 
in educational methods. It is being adopted 
by a famous Edinburgh  school—Ceorge 
Heriot's—which has Rugby football tradi- 
tions. 

At a meeting of the governors yesterday 
the headmaster recommended the acceptance 
of the offer of a protessional golfer to give 
lessons out of school hours at a fee of 5s. 
per term for each boy. 

The recommendation was adopted by four 
votes to two, despite the opposition of one ci 
the governors, a former master of Cieorge 
Watson's College, who said that the playing 
of goli should not be encouraged, as some o! 
the bovs who were good at cricket were apt 
to “hive ” into golf, 

‘This must be an extension “of 
American idea,” he added. 

In recent vears there has been a noticeable 
change in the attitude of headmasters towards 
golf for schoolhoys. The Boys’ Amateur 
Championsbip, which was instituted in 1821, 
at first met with considerable opposition from 
the ‘heads of several leading schools, but

The Rest is Silence | 


We dislike and distrust the Free State 
Government’s latest breach with the 
traditions of parliamentary procedure. It 
announced yesterday a programme for this 
week's business in the Dáil, the result of 
which is to curtail, to an almost useless 
limit, discussion on matters of grave con- 
cern to every Free State taxpayer. To-day, 
says the Government, the Imposition of 
Duties (Confirmation Orders) Bill will be 
taken. The House will be asked at seven 
o’clock to pass the second stage; and by 
nine o’clock proceedings on the final stage 
will be brought to a conclusion by the 
“closure.” A similar practice will be 
followed on Wednesday in connection with 
the Finance Bill—which likewise must 
have passed through all its stages by nine 
o'clock in the evening. On Thursday the 
estimates for public seryices, which still 
await discussion, and the Appropriation 
Bill, will be taken, and will be rushed 
through the House by twelve o’clock mid- 
night. ‘hese estimates, as we may note 
in passing, amount to a sum of more than 
£11,000,000, or roughly one-third of the 
Government’s annual expenditure, When 
scrutinised in conjunction with the Finanve 
Bill and the measure for the confirmation 
of duties imposed under the Budget, they 
form a comprehensive picture of the 
present Government’s economic policy, 
and thus raise issues of the first magni- 
tude. To forbid a full study of them in 
the Dail is virtually to ban criticism of 
the Government. In a sentence, President 
de Valera and his Ministers, by this ruth- 
less application of the ‘‘closure,’’ have 
reduced the Dáil to the level of a dicta- 
phone. Hitherto, even if the Government 
was certain, by virtue of its obedient 
majority, to obtain its way, at least it was 
subjected to skilled criticism, and this 
criticism was broadcast throughout the 
nation by means of Press reports. Now 
it has silenced even criticism: the Dáil 
can do nothing but record. 

Doubtless, it is necessary that these 
financial measures should receive parlia- 
mentary approval as soon as possible. Is 
the need of haste, however, any reason why 
President de Valera should seek to act the 
dictator? He and his Ministers h-ve pre- 
sented Ddil Kireann—which is supposed 
to speak with the voice of the people—with 
a series of measures that will affect the 
pocket of every citizen for good or bad. 
They say to the Dáil: “We wish that 
these measures shonld come into early 
operation. You cannot prevent them. 
There is no need, therefore, to make any 
talk about them.” After this latest 
instance of intolerance, can President de 
Valera and his Ministers. persist in the 
fiction that they are the bulwarks of 
democracy in the Free State? The Opposi- 
tion parties, it is true, have been powerless 
to impose any check on the President’s 
progress, but, at least, they have possessed 
the right to protest against it—and nobody 
must forget that they speak for almost hall 
the population of Saorstát Kireann. The 
Opposition, and with it half the people, 
are now not only powerless, but voiceless. 
President de Valera has established a 
precedent of the utmost danger. -He has 
chosen to suppress criticism on measures 
which demand the fullest and most search- 
ing criticism. What he has done once, he 
can do again on matters of even graver 
issue ; and what he has done once another 
Government can do. Therein lies the 
peril. Such parliamentary devices as the 
‘‘ closure ’’ were invented, and have been 
used hitherto, to check occasional extra- 
vagances and to facilitate the proper, 
democratic functioning of Parliament.

The truth of the matter is that Fianna 
Fáil has embarked upon a reckless policy 
which may, by some straining of logic, be 
justified in the broad, but is very hard to 
justify in detail. It has provided new 
forms of relief, and has found unexpected 
difficulty in their administration; it has 
imposed tariffs recklessly, without: any 
clear knowledge whether or not they are 
beneficial. Is it’ unreasonable that the 
parliamentary Opposition should ask that 
light should be thrown into this darkness?

If it is 
tired of criticism, the logical course is to 
abolish the Dáil, as it has all but abolished 
the Senate, and frankly to abandon its 
pretence of democracy. To maintain the 
bare form of parliamentary government 
without any of the realities that give it 
life, is merely another of President de 
Valera’s efforts to have things both ways.

“To See the Garden’’ 


“July,” says an expert, “ is the month 
of roses, carnations, sweet peas, Canter- 
bury bells, and favourite border flowers 
generally; the garden pageant is at the 
zenith of its beauty.” Because of these 
attractions it is also the month in which 
the visitor to the country most easily falls 
a victim to the cruellest of all rural sports. 
July kindles in the eye of a country 
hostess a light at which the strongest 
town-dweller turns pale; for it means } 
that, struggle as he may, no power on 
earth can save him from the terrible 
experience of “ being shown the garden.”’ 
The whole subject of the town-bred atti- 
tude towards gardens is one on which 
there is much loose thinking. It may 
be imagined that to one who has been 
long in city pent there could be no more 
delightful refreshment than a stroll 
between box hedges at this moment of the 
year. Within limits, the hostess who acts 
upon this / principle is perfectly right. 
Betweea th¢'care-free stroll and the con- 
ducted tour there however, a vast 
difference. The first is pleasure unalloyed. 
It is a meeting between old friends, but 
without the embarrassment which fre- 
quently accompanies such encounters. 
There is no néed to make conversation. 
The sweet pea need not be asked what it 
has been doing since we met it last, and 
there is no frantic searching of the 
memory for forgotten names; for the 
flowers will not take offence if a mistake 
is made. In this respect they differ 
radically from the country hostess; for a 
tour of the second kind demands very 
special qualities of the visitor. He need 
not say much as he is led up the garden 
path, but, unless he wishes to give the 
impression that his delight at the experi- 
ence is so great as to make him deaf and 
dumb, he must say something. Yet his 
every utterance is beset with peril.. The 
over-confident victim of this experience 
will try to carry it off with jauntiness. He 
will express great delight in ‘‘ that small 
yellow thing over there,’’ and will go on 
to relate untruthfully that on many 
occasions he has gathered great bunches 
of it in his mother’s garden. Thereto his 
hostess will reply frostily that the plant 
in question has been brought at great 
expense from the Eastern Himalayas, and 
that the only other specimen in Europe is 
being watched night and day by the head 
gardener at Kew. The more cautious 
visitor will confine his praises to the few 
flowers of which he knows the names, and 
his conversation, consequently, will be 
limited to roses and sweet pea. ‘This is a 
sound and conservative policy, which 
avoids the hideous pitfalls of the bolder 
method, but it is open to the disadvantage 
that his hostess will write him off 
mentally as a person of absurdly narrow 
views, and, probably, half-witted. What- 
ever his own line of conversation, he 
must, of course, be prepared for a lecture 
from his hostess, which will be conducted 
mainly in the Latin tongue. The fluency 
in the dead languages of ladies who betray 
few other signs of an advanced classical 
education is one of the 
country life.

Mussolini’s Intentions | 


No doubt whatever is felt about the 
intention of Signor Mussolini to go to war 
with Abyssinia in October, and, conse- 
quently, the difficulties which have arisen 
at Scheveningen between Italy and 
Abyssinia at the Conciliation Conference 
cause no surprise. The Commission, which 
was set up as a result of representations 
by the League of Nations, was to decide 
responsibility for frontier clashes, but 
difficulties have arisen from the interrup- 
tion of the evidence on Saturday of 
Professor Jeze, the legal adviser of the 
Ethiopian Government. Italian members 
of the Commission refused to accept part 
of his evidence. It may be recalled that 
when the Conciliation Commission was ap- 
pointed no direct Abyssinian delegates 
were forthcoming, since it was thought that 
they would not be equal to meeting with 
the Italian delegates. Representatives, 
therefore, were appointed from other 
nations. 


The Speaker's Seat 


Should Labour persist in its intention to 
put up a candidate against the Speaker in 
the Daventry Division, Captain FitzRoy 
will not take an active part in the cam- 

aign, but will leave it to be fought out 
by others. He wiil issue an election 
address offering himself for re-election, but 
will not refer in it to any party policy, and 
will take no speaking part in the contest. 
It has been decided that all the three 
parties supporting the National Govern- 
ment will send speakers into the division 
to present the ¢tovernment’s case. It 
appears, however, that one of the objects 
of the Labour Party in opposing the 
Speaker is to compel other parties to send 
speakers to Daventry who would otherwise 
give their services elsewhere, 


Rumanian Debts 


Protests against the attempt of the 
Rumanian Government to go back on the 
debt agreement signed with the British 
Government on February 6th are pouring 
into the Board of Trade by every post from 
traders all over the country, who are owed 
considerable funds by Rumanian firms. A 
delegation from Manchester is to come to 
London this week to urge the Government 
to adopt a strong line on the matter, this 
having been arranged in view of the fact 
that a Rumanian delegation headed by the 
Under-Secretary of State for Commerce, is 
now on its way to London to press for 
leniency. The London Chamber of Com- 
merce will provide a focal point for the 
opposition of the whole country, and it will 
be urged upon the Government that it 
shall insist on the maintenance of the 
agreement, which provides for the gradual 
liquidation of cver two millions sterling of 
frozen debts owed to British firms. 


Air Raid Protection 


The Government has decided to call a 
conference of representatives of the metro- 
politan boroughs and county councils 
taking part in the administration of 
London and its suburbs, with a view to 
discussing the best means of adequate pro- 
tection against air attack. This is to be 
the first of a series of conferences to take 
place throughout the country. No date 
has yet been arranged for the London Con- 
ference, but it is expected that it will take 
place at the end of the present month, 
while the provincial conferences will follow 
in September. A circular states that the 
Government 1s convinced of the need for 
adequate preparation, and it is intended, 
by means of conferences and Ic ctures, to 
bring home to every authority, to every 
large employer of Jabour, and, ultimately. 
to every householder, how they can best 
protect themselves should the necessity 
arise. . 


Western Australia 


The delegates who came to London te 
press a demand for the secession ol 
Western Australia from the Australian 
Commonwealth have decided to return 
home, as they are of the opinion that they 
can do little more in this country at the 
present time. The Prime Minister o! 
Western Australia has left the movement 
for secession, but the delegates—Mr. J. 
MacCallum Smith and Mr. H. K. Watson 
—who came to England last October, are 
still persevering with their cause. It seems 
unlikely, however, in view of the judgment 
of the Select Cominittee on the matter, 
that anything further can be done. ‘ihe 
committee decided that the delegation had 
not made out its case sufficiently to justily 
constitutional action. The delegates wil! 
sail for Australia before the end of the 
month, rather disappointed, but not 
altogether without hope. 


Inquests 


Some drastic changes may be the out- 
come of an inquiry now taking place into 
the law and practice governing inquests. 
A committee, under Lord Wright, has 
been taking evidence in many parts of the 
country, and London witnesses are to be 
heard during the next few weeks. Com- 
plaints have been made in London that 
the London County Council, which 
appoints Coroners, has no control over 
them, and that the public suffers much 
imconvenience owing to the fact that in- 
quests are held on certain days and con 
centrated in certain courts. The Borough 
of Islington has 321,000 inhabitants, but 
‘for years no inquest has been held in the 
Islington Court, and they are always taken 
in St. Pancras or Hackney. Protests by) 
the Borough Council have proved useless. 
Similar complaints have been made on the 
south side of the Thames, and it is haped 
that powers will be granted to those who 
pay the Coroners to decide where they 
shall hold their courts. London Coroners 
are greatly overworked, and it is suggested 
that this may lead to superficial inquiries, 
though carelessness certainly cannot be 
imputed to them. Still, it is regarded as 
Significant that Lord Trenchard has 
issued an order to Detective Inspectors in 
charge of districts to conduct their own 
inquiries into cases of sudden death.

SIKHS CLASH 
BRITISH TROOPS 

CALLED OUT - 


From RrUTER's CORRESPONDENT, 
LAHORE, Monday. 


A “VIOLENT religious dispute between 
the Moslems and Sikhs suddenly 
burst into flame to-day, and the situation 
here is exceedingly serious. British tyops 
have been called up, and the Governor of 
the Punjab, Sir Herbert Emerson, has ar- 
rived in haste from Simla to take control. 

A curfew order has also been proclaimed 
in the city. 

A Sikh was murdered this morning, and 
soon afterwards a Sikh policeman was 
stabbed and seriously wounded, while 
several other assaults are reported. 

The trouble started to-day when a 
crowd of Moslems attempted to rush a 
Sikh gurudwara, or temple, in the com- 
pound of what was an old, unused Moslem 
mosque. ‘The Sikhs had for a long time 
wanted to demolish this mosque, and had 
carried on a protracted dispute regarding 
it with the Moslems. 

Finally they started upon its demoli- 
tion ; whereupon the Moslems, infuriated,

"PLANES HELP . 
The police threw a cordon round the 


gurudwara, and made a lathi charge upon 
the Moslem crowd to force them back 
from the temple compound. 

Eleven arrests have been made, and 
aeroplanes are circling over the city to 
assist the authorities in locating any 
special danger-spots, . 

To-night the District Magistrate noti- 
fied the publishers of all newspapers in 
Cahore that they must submit for censor- 
ship at the office of the Director of Infor- 
mation all articles, news items and com- 
ments of any kind in connection with the 
gurudwara affair, and instructed them 
that nothing must be published until the 
approval of the Secretary of the Punjab 
Government has first been received. 

The order will remain in force until 
Monday next.

Y a series of closure motions, which 

will appear on the Order Paper of 

the Dail to-day, the Government indicate 

their intention of hurrying through the 

Dail some of the most important legisla- 
tion of the session. —. 

On three days of this week, under these 
closure motions, a certain specified period 
is allotted to particular matters, and at 
its expiration these will be finally passed. 

Thus, under the proposed arrangement, 
the bill for the confirmation of certain 
orders will be taken to-day, and at 7 
o’clock the motion for the passing of the 
second stage will be put to the House. 
There will be virtually no third or fourth 
stage, and the fifth and final stage will be 
put to the House not later than 9 o’clock. 


FINANCE BILL

Apart from the rushing of the Finance 
Bill, the procedure proposed in regard to 
the estimates is a reversal of all precedent.

8 bhos pm’ the salvage ship Ophir 
will leave Dalmuir, on the Clyde, to 
make her first attempt to find the wreck 
of the Lusitania. Among her crew will 
be two of the men who survived the 
disaster, and who are acquainted with the 
ship—Mr.. Robert Chisholm, formerly 
second steward of the Lusitania, and mai

former is travelling from Liverpool to 
join the Ophir, while Mr. Bestic, who is 
familiar with every passage and deck on 
the lost liner, has been granted three 
months leave by the Irish Lighthouse 
Commissioners to. accompany the expedi- 
tion. | 

Mr. Bestic, it is statcd, knows exactly 
where on the Lusitania to find the thirty- 
two ton safe in which passengers had 
deposited their valuables and money on the 
ship’s last voyage, and his knowledge 
will save divers much time in searching 
the wreck. 


CABIN OF GLASS 


The Ophir will make Cove her head- 
quarters during her operations in the 
search, though it is not expected that any 
serious effort to recover any of the things 
aboard her will be made on this first 
trip. The Ophir has been specially fitted 
for this expedition. Her wireless cabin, 
though scarcely large enough to hold four 
people, houses one of the most up-to-date 
receiving and transmitting installations 
ever put aboard a ship. It is similar to 
that with which the Queen Mary is being 
installed, and enables the Ophir to keep 
in telephonic and telegraphic communica- 
tion with any part of the world. A 
glass-walled cabin on the. deck houses 
apparatus valued at thousands. of pounds, 
including two depth-finding devices, but 
perhaps the most important part of. the 
whole equipment is the range-finder. 

This apparatus will make a continuous 
graph of the sea bed as the ship passes 
along, and by this graph the officers will 
be able to tell when she passes over a 
wreck, | 


THE MAPPING | 

The plans for the first trip are mainly 
concerned “with the ‘‘mapping”’ of an 
area of about ten squaz miles of the 
ocean in the vicinity of the old Head o: 
Kinsale, Co. Cork, where the wreck is 
believed to lie. For this the range-finder 
will be the main instrument, and will be 
worked continuously while the ship 
patrols the area selected. This “mapping’ 
may take some months, while on the other 
hand it may be a very short time before 
the wreck is found, but the Ophir has 
been prepared for a voyage lasting between 
two and three months. 

Mr. A. J. Jarratt, o. Greenford, 
Middlesex, who is in charge of the under- 
water arrangements, is confident that the 
wreck will be located and reached without 
much trouble. Some months 
tested the diving apparatus which he will 
use during the trip, and found it safe 
and practicable at a depth of 450ft., 
while it is estimated that the limit is 
about 1,200 feet. The dress is completely 
made of steel, which makes it ‘imper- 
vious to. many of the dangers and han- 
dicaps experienced by divers using the 
ordinary type of rubber suit. 


RIGHTS IN THE WRECK 


The rights in the wreck of the 
Lusitania were at one time held by the 
Liverpool and London War Risks Asso- 
ciation, from which they have been trans- 
ferred, it is understood, to the Argonaut 
Corporation of Glasgow and London, 
which is behind the Ophir expedition.

CONCILIATION COMMISSION 
HOLD-UP 


Sir Arnold Wilson (Con.) asked the 
Colonial Secretary whether he was aware 
that the agreements with the inhabitants 
of Somali territory and the terms of. the 
Somaliland Order in Council involve the 
assumption by the Crown not of. full 
sovereignty but of a protectorate, upon the 
abandonment of which the inhabitants 
would tesume their independent status, 
and whether the Crown has by proclama- 
tion or otherwise assumed in Somaliland 
sovereign rights which could, under inter- 
national law, be transferred to another 
Power. 

Mr. Malcolm Macdonald—‘‘ It is correct 
that British Somaliland is not British 
territory, but is a protectorate. His 
Majesty does not possess full sovereignty 
there, but has for many years possessed 
full powers of administration and juris- 
diction by virtue of usage. Had circum: 
stances arisen which required further con- 
sideration to be given to the suggestion 
made tentatively by Mr. Eden, consulta- 
tion would have taken place with the tribes 
affected with a view to the transference 
to Ethiopia of the necessary rights in the 
area concerned. There is no question here 
of a transfer of British territory.” 


PROTECTED PERSONS 


In reply to a further question, Mr; Mac- 
donald ‘said that the inhabitants of British 
Somaliland were British protected persOns. 


| Their status was thus similar to that of 


the inhabitants of the Uganda and Kenya 
protectorates. The inhabitants of Kenya 
Colony were, however, British subjects. 
As British protected persons the im 
habitants of British Somaliland did not 
enjoy within the Empire all the rights and 
privileges of British subjects. They’ re- 
ceived the passports of British protected 
persons, and in foreign countries received 
similar assistance to that given to British 
subjects 

Sir Arnold Wilson—‘“ Can the Minister 
give an assurance that the precedent. of 
the breach of the treaty of 1925, whereby 
we ceded Jubaland without the consent or 
concurrence of the inhabitants, will not 
be followed in the future?” (Cheers.) 


SAFEGUARDS - 


Lieutenant-Colonel Acland-Troyte (Con- 
servative) asked the Foreign Secretary if 
he would state what conditions were 
attached to the proposals to cede certain 
British territories to Abyssinia for the 
purpose of protecting the interests of the 
natives. 

Sir Samuel Hoare replied that any defi- 
nite proposals which the British Govern- 
ment might have made to cede to Abys- 
sinia the port of Zeila and a corridor of 
British Somaliland would have been accom- 
panied by safeguards designed to protect 
the interests of the inhabitants of the terri- 
tories concerned. In _ particular, the 
Ethiopian Government would have been 
required to give a guarantee that such 
territories as might be ceded would not be 
utilised in any way for slave traffic, and, 
moreover, that necessary steps would be 
taken to ensure that the grazing and 
watering rights already possessed by the 
tribes under British protection would 
remain unaffected by any transfer of terri- 
tory. 

Sir William Davison (Conservative) 
asked the Foreign Secretary what were the 
stipulations made by the British Govern- 
ment as a condition precedent to their 
withdrawal of their objection to the 
admission of Abyssinia to membership of 
the League of Nations, and whether he 
could assure the House that such stipula- 
tions had been fulfilled by Abyssinia. 


UNDERTAKINGS 


Sir Samuel Hoare replied that the 
special condition upon which Britain, in 
common with other members of the 
League, agreed in 192. to the admission 
of Abyssinia, was that that eountry 
should sign a declaration undertaking :— 

(1).To endeavour to secure the com- 
plete suppression of slavery and of the 
slave trade ; 

(2) To abide by the rules which other 
countries with territories im Africa had 
already agreed to follow in regard to the 
import of arms and munitions; and 

(3) To provide the Council with in- 
formation when so requested, and to take 
into consideration any recommendations 
which the Council might make about 
Abyssinia’s obligations. | 

It would be difficult on the information 
available to express an opinion on the 
efficacy of the measures taken by the 
Ethiopian Government in regard to 
slavery. Those measures had recently 
been reviewed by the Committee of Fx- 
perts on Slavery appointed by the Council 
of the League. 


SLAVE RAIDS. 


Sir William Davison—‘‘ Is it not well

EXPECT CONCILIATION

The Berlin Press is following with keen 
interest Great Britain’s efforts to prevent 
an outbreak of. hostilities between Italy 
and Abyssinia. German papers expect a 
collapse of the mediation attempts of the 
Conciliation. Commission, and consider 
that Mussolini’s speech at Salerno leaves 
no doubt with regard to Italy's real inten- 
tions. 

The Deutsehe  Aligemeine Zettung 
pleads for a better understanding of the 
motives of Italy, which, it says, like Ger- 
many, has come too late to obtain suffi- 
cient colonies for her growing population. 

“Great Britain,...however,’’...continues 
the paper, ‘‘ is herselé.in -a.dilemma of a 
peculiar kind; for, she has an interest 
that of the most important line.of com- 
munication of the Empire. No éther 
Power would be in such a predominant 
position as Italy would be after ‘Waving 
conquered Abyssinia. Therefore, Great 
Britain will not leave a stone unturned 
for the purpose of bringing the League 
of Nations machinery into. motion.”’ 

Lhe Cologne Gazette sees the reason for 
Mussolini’s decision to strengthen the 
efficiency of the Italian Fleet, not solely 
in an Abyssinian conflict, but also in the 
possibility of a sanctions blockade of the 
Suez Canal. 

“In view of the British attitude Italy is 
naturally greatly concerned about the 
safety of her overseas communications, 
and will meet this danger by a corre- 
sponding distribution of her Fleet, ‘by 
strengthening her naval equipment and 
imereasing her Fleet's efficiency,’ remarks 
the journal. 

The Angriff is convinced that Italy will 
go to war, and says:—‘‘ Whatever the 
coming weeks may bring, it is certain the 
British Government will not allow the 
Italians to settle near the sources of the 
Nile, and thus hold the whole fate of 
Egypt in their hands.” 


PEACE TALK STANDSTILL

The continuance of 
the strike for such a long period was 
certainly due to the conflict between the 
officials of the two unions concerned on 
matters arising out of the cause or conduct 
of the dispute. I trust I will not be ordered 
before the Military Tribunal for expressing 
an opinion which I believe to be true, but 
I believe that my opinion will be challenged 
by the good trades union officials concerned 
and by the few infallible officials and 
members of the National Executive who 
issued the pronouncement published last 
Saturday.

LOOPHOLES IN THE 
LAW 
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OOPHOLES in’ the Road Traffic Act 
enable some motorists to use their cars 
without being covered by insurance. 

Under the Act, it will be recalled, all 
motorists are compelled to insure their vehicles 
against third party risks. —In other words, 
they must insure so that persons or property 
injured as the result of an accident caused by 
the vehicle will not suffer any loss. Before 
the passing of the Act, if a driver was unin- 
sured and had no money the injured party 
could obtain no redress. 

Generally speaking, the Act has been work- 
ing well, according to representatives of in- 
surance interests, the motor registration 
offices and the Civic Guards, wno were inter- 
viewed yesterday. But it is quite evident that 
despite the penalties of fines or imprisonment 
some motorists are running their cars without 
being properly insured. Sometimes this is 
done purposely, as a matter of false economy ; 
but at other times the breaking of the law 
is inadvertent. One example quoted to me 
by an insurance troker was that a motorist 
may be insured and obtain a certificate cover- 
ing any accident that may occur while he 1s 
driving the car. .But, a relative or a friend 
is allowed to drive, and an accident cccurs, 
the certificate of insurance is useless, and the 
injured party has no claim against the in- 
surance company. 

The general idea among officials was that 
there are too many varieties of insurance 
certificate. For example, there is the ordinary 
private owner’s certificate, the certificate for 
a private car for hire, a public service vehicle, 
and, so on, with the result that there is a 
great deal of complication in administering 
the Act. And. where there are complications, 
loopholes to evade the law usually can be 
found.

ance dodgers. Every year there are about 
15,000 transactions in connection with the 
buying and selling of second-hand motor cars 
in the Free State. A man may buy a 
car with the tax on it paid until the end 
of the year, but there is nothing to ensure 
that he has a certificats of insurance. At 
the end of the year the road tax egain will 
fall due, but he may have sold the car by 
that time. If, howeyer, he goes to renew 
the road tax at. the Motor Registration Office 
he is reguired fo produce a certificate of 
insurance which, at least, covers the day on 
which the new licence is issued. 

There are no regulations requiring the ap- 
plicant for a driver s'licence to produce evi- 
dence of insurance, since it is the vehicle 
that is insured and not the driver. 

An important point in connection with the 
Act is that the holder of a certificate may 
omit to renew. his driving iicence. This 
does not absolve the insurance company from 
responsibility in case of an accident, and 
there is an agreement with the Government 
that companies shall take no advantage of 
the fact that the motorist is not a licence- 
holder, unless, of course, there is a bar 
against the driver holding a licence. 

Are people really driving cars without 
being insured ’?’—1l asked a well-known firm 
of insurance brokers. ‘‘ There is no guaran- 
tee that every motorist is insured, except by 
the periodical stopping of cars, and by in- 
vestigations after accidents. As a matter of 
fact, there are motorists driving without certi- 
ficates of insurance, but if they are caught 
they will be severely dealt with, was the 
reply. :
